The collision of a comet with our earth) 


(that of the present one has been pf dieted,) 
is 'unquestionably possible. Such an event, 
sh'ould it take place, might create a rainy 
day, perhaps a deluge, for. the principal part 
of these bodies seems to be composed of va- 
por. 
Possibly our atmosphere might be 


tainted, and so sickness ensue. But wo 
have, notwithstanding Mr. Foster's book, 
no record of such an effect, though several 
of them have approached within the orbit of 
the earth, and even between that of Mer- 
cury and the Sun. 
• Some hundreds, of these 


bodies, six hundred are reckoned, of greater 
or less dimensions, have, been seen at the 
rate of two a year, chiefly by telescopic aid, 
and yet it is not worth whUeto be fright- 
ened by the fact, .for according to calcula- 
tions published by Arago, the chances are, 
that in two hundred and eighty-one mil- 
lions, there is only one unfavorable 
one, 


that is of 'collision with the nucleus of a 
comet, supposing it to have an average size 
of pne quarter of our earth. There will be 
more risk, of course, of being struck by the 
nebulosity around the nucleus, and still 
more of a rencounter, with the immense 
tails of these curious bodies. But then they, 
especially the last, are little else than vapor 
of »o little density, that stars are visible 
through their light substance. Who will be 
frightened, Because there is a single chance 
in 281 millions, that the earth will be hit by 
the nucleus of one of the singuJar wandering 
stars, as they have been called, which would 
be more likely, at the. worst, to fall into 
the matter of the Sun, than to impinge 
on the far less attractive subsUnce of the 
«arth.

as calumniated the character of comets, 
nd that they are undoubtedly, in the main, 
tirely innocent of his charges. 
They 


ave been harmless enough hitherto, what- 
er mischief they may do hereafter. 
It will be recollected that no longer ago 


than 1832 it was predicted that the comet of 
that year would cross the earth's track, and 
great fears were entertained of a collision. 
But there is no evidence that such a collis- 
ion ever did happen, even with the earth or 
with any other planet; and there is no cor- 
rect means of so calculating the place of a 
comet as to be able to say with certainty 
that on a given day it will cross the orbit of 
a plauet. The motion of the earth in its or- 
bit is, in round numbers, more than a mil- 
lion aud a half miles in a day, and as Clair- 
sult, with all his care, did not come nearer 
the truth than nineteen days in regard to 
the return of Halley's comet, and his follow- 
ers, with all the additional light they pos- 
sessed, could not como nearer than nine 
days of its re-appearance at the point near- 
est the sun, on its last return, in 1833, and 
this comet will not return again till the 
earth would in its rapid course around the 
sun be within nine days far enough remov- 
ed from the influence ot'the comet to be out 
of the way of all harm. 
Professor O. M. 


Mitchell, who is eminently distinguished for 
his learning and scientific attfiininenta,makes 
use of the following language upon this sub- 
ject, He says:—" It is useless to speculate 
with reference to the probable consequences 
of a collision, which there is scarcely one 
chance in millions can ever occur. .Science 
has as yet discovered no guarantee for any 
iiltinet against the probable shock of a comet; 
out an examination of the adjustments of 
our system and those of Jupiter and Saturn

from such a cause."

against it. There is a comfort suggested

But at the rate both arc travelling a mo- 
ment is enough, xmless the other party be, 
" a mass of nebulous brilliance—m short, 
nothing with a tail to it," 
In that case we'll 


go through it, as a railway train has been 
known to go through a wagon laden with 
rubble stones, scattering the fragments right 
and left, and hardly sensible of the shock 
ourselves, one thing is certain there is no 
dodging in the case. We cannot shut off the 
steam or put down the brakes. There is no 
place to switch off to avoid the impending 
collision. If the earth and the comet are 
approaching, it is with the steady certainty 
of fate. If there is anything-thatrcnders our 
fears credible, itis the generahvickedness o 
mankind.

NEW YORK, May 1, 1857. 


I -am no alarmist; but we do .stand in a 


critical position in New York. The new 
police bill goes into operation -to-day. The 
oli Board of Commissioners cease to exist 
by the operation of the new law ; the old 
police corps come to-an end. I have con- 
versed with some leading Republicans who 
understand the new programme; it is this: 
to-day a new police corps will be chosen 
and put into uniform ; the books, .papers 
and property will b" demanded, and taken 
by force if need be; if one of the old po- 
licemen appears in uniform he will be ar- 
rested and locked up ; and if resistance is 
made, force will be used to repel force. The 
Comptroller has signified his intention to re- 
cognise the new Board only; he will pay 
no bills for the old organization after to-day 
—so the supplies will be cut ofE 


On the other hand, -Mr. Wood is not 


idle. He is a daring, bold, resolute man.— 
His plans are laid. His men are disci- 
plined and armed. If " Draper's men" as 
they are called, appear in uniform and at- 
tempt to usurp anytliing, .they will be arrest- 
ed.
